closest Non Patent and Patent literature. 

Non Patent Literature 

"Dynamic Trace Selection Using Performance Monitoring Hardware Sampling" by Chen 
et al 2003 IEEE. Teaches Optimizing programs at runtime and utilizing architecture features 
enhance the runtime optimization. Although, the article performs optimization in runtime the 
article fails to teach version management and memory control other than cache rates (miss etc). 
Patent Literature 

Butt et al USPN #5,799,143 Butt implements context sets for the purpose of 
instrumentation. Butt is primarily a teaching of runtime optimization and not how to update 
version of a program. Butt is silent as to allocation and un-allocation of memory address space. 
Saboff et al, March 13, 2001 creates optimized libraries and replaces the library. 

Neither reference teaches the claimed invention singularly or in combination.
